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Continuation of 11. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicant's arguments are not persuasive for 
applicant disputes examiner's cited reference as not teaching the claimed limitation without provding evidence to the contrary. For 
example, one of applicant's argument on page 3 argues that Uchida does not teach the optical device and the input/output IC are flip-chip 
mounted on a surface of the transparent base material. The element 1 103 can be a CPU, RAM, or RF oscillator which are notoriously 
well known in the art as input/output IC, element 1202 are metal bumps and metal bumps are well known as the pre-wetted solder bump 
such that when heated, the bumps melt and reflow providing a passive optical alignment, and the paragraph also teaches an optical 
waveguide layer (col. 7, lines 17-36). Another example, argues that Uchida does not teach the conversion of an optical signal into an 
electrical signal, vice versa, wherein the Abstract clearly summarizes that such E/O and O/E conversion is the object of the invention. 
Clearly, applicant's arguments has no support and applicant has yet to provide evidence that would clearly point out the errors in 
examiner's office action, examiner hereby refers applicant to the office action dated December 15, 2006 and the final rejection is hereby 
maintained.
